Let's Compare both men... 

William Michael McKee 

The first place we can identity William is in the 1849 marriage record where he marries Catherine 
(McKEAN) on the 21 st of September 1849 in Jefferson County, Missouri. This is followed by the 1850 
census of District 42, Jefferson County, Missouri where he is listed as Michael McKee. 

Michael Dixon McKee 

We also find Michael Dixon getting married on the 3 rd of February 1850 to Eliza E. (McKEAN) also in 
Jefferson County, Missouri. At first glance you could say he marred twice but this is what got you into 
this mess in the first place. He is followed by the 1850 census of District 42, Jefferson County, 
Missouri where he is listed as Michael D. McKee followed by his wife Eliza E. probably her sister 
Nancy J. (McKEAN) and Martha A. (McKEAN) age 5. 

LET'S TALK ABOUT THEIR WIVES... 

Catherine (McKEAN) was born on 1 January 1831 and is living with her parents who happen to also 
be Eliza E. (McKEAN)'s parents; i.e., James Bell and Elizabeth (STRUTHERS) McKean of the 1830, 
1840, 1850, 1860 and 1870 census of the Big River Township of Jefferson County, Missouri. 

Elizabeth "Eliza" E. (McKEAN) was born circa 1832 hence making Catherine the older sister and the 
most likely to get married first... which she did. 

In the 1840 census James is showing 3 daughters born between 1826-1839 this would include 
another daughter named Nancy. In the 1850 census even though several of the girls are married, 
James and his new wife; Sarah (BAKER) have listed ALL the children including Catherine age 18 
and Elizabeth age 20. I believe they got the ages backwards.

Concerning their mother Elizabeth (STRUTHERS) McKean, she may have died after the birth of 
Stephen in 1835. 

According to a deed record posted on ancestry.com there is a statement alluding to her death before 
1834, however, I question this since there is a female aged 30-39 in the 1840 census and James 
didn't marry Sarah (BAKER) in 1848. 

On Catherine's death certificate the informant stated her parents were James S. McKean and 
Elizabeth Stuthers. This helped show me the way for my research and the rest is documented on 
ancestry. 

Concerning Michael Dixon McKee and William Michael McKee I believe they were brothers and 
married sisters. Several on ancestry.com believe Michael Dixon McKee is the son of William Seth and 
Mary Freeman (McKAY) McKee. Without investigating this family I can neither deny nor verify this 
conclusion. 

1 860 Census comparisons... 

In the 1850 census neither family had any children at that point. However, the 1860 census puts it all 
together. 

Michael Dixon McKee is listed as M. D. age 34 with wife; Eliza E. age 28 with the following children, 
William E. age 7, Franklin age 5; Mary A. age 4, George age 3. They are living near Hillsboro Post 
Office, Central Township, Jefferson County, Missouri. 

William Michael McKee is listed as Wm McKee age 31 with wife; Catherine age 29; with the following 
children, Martha E. age 7; James age 4; Harriet E. age 2. They are living near Grubville Post Office, 
Big River Township, Jefferson County, Missouri.

It you continue tracking both of these families, you will discover nowhere in any documents is 
Catherine listed as Eliza, Elizabeth or what we can conclude to be a middle name. When she died her 
informant put an E. initial on her death certificate but I hold no credence to its validity. 

It appears Michael Dixon McKee died on 8 June 1889 and is buried in the Harverstick Cemetery, 
Jefferson County, Missouri. 

The last place I can place his wife; Eliza E. (McKEAN) McKee is when she filed for a Civil War 
Pension Application on 6 January 1890. If these people are of interest in your research, you should 
order that application. 

In pursuit of Eliza's death date, I checked each of her children in the 1900 census to see if she was 
living with them and could not locate her. 

Therefore, it appears she died 1890-1900 in Big River Township, Jefferson County, Missouri, United 
States. 

Don't get over jealous and think the Eliza J, McKeen whom died 9 January 1896 in Saint Louis is our 
girl, remember Eliza E. (McKEAN) McKee died a McKEE not a McKeen. Posting unvalidated web 
information is the kind of tricks that got your tree in such a mess. 

Concerning William Michael McKee, he died on 24 January 1894 in Benton Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri, United States [which is a guess since that was where his wife was living] and is 
buried in the Lick Creek Cemetery, Cuba, Benton Township, Crawford County, Missouri, United 
States. 

William Michael McKee, his wife and some of their children are buried in the same cemetery. 

When I see misinformation being copied from one tree to another, I can understand why so many 
people who visit ancestry.com get angry and confused. It appears 20 to 30 trees have the wrong 
information about these people and I consider it my responsibility to help clarify these falsities and at 
least give help to those who really would like to know the truth. 

In fact, the McKee and McKean families are not even remotely connected to my tree. However, I was 
researching Martha Elizabeth (McKEE) born 15 August 1853 in Hillsboro, Big River Township, 
Jefferson County, Missouri, United States daughter of William Michael and Catherine (McKEAN) 
McKee when I noticed the confusion on ancestry.com.
